TUBERCULOSIS 

For  the  first  time  on  record  ther«j  were  no  deaths  due  to  Tuberculosis. 

II^IFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  number  of  cases  occurring  shows  no  significant  change  from  the  previous  year. 
The  number  of  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  reflect  the  incidence  of  these 
diseases  in  the  country  as  a whole. 


SEYfAGE  WORKS 

Work  on  the  Derv^ent  Valley  Sewerage  Scheme  began  in  April,  It  will  provide 
completely  new  facilities  for  the  parishes  of  Baslow,  Calver,  Curbar,  Froggatt, 
Stoney  Middleton,  Eyam  and  Pilsley,  and  will  meet  a want  which  has  existed  for  many 
years. 


The  need  for  improved  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  methods  in  some  parts  of  the 
district  still  exists,  as  I have  repeatedly  stressed  over  a long  period.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  such  schemes  as  that  in  the  Derwent  Valley  are  to  be  part  of  the 
Council's  plans  for  the  future.

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HOUSING 


The  number  of  houses  built  by  the  Council  was  the  same  as  for  the  previous 
year,  viz. 33. 

Of  these  six  v/ere  built  at  Tidesv;ell,  thirteen  at  Stoney  Middleton,  two 
at  Flagg,  eight  at  Winster  and  four  at  Hathersage.  Again  the  policy  of  using 
the  majority  of  these  to  re-house  people  from  unfit  houses  was  adopted. 

In  private  building  there  v;as  again  an  increase,  65  having  been  completed 
against  A9  in  196O.

Tidesv^ell  1,  Youlgreave  3,  and  Middiet on-by-Youlgreave  1, 

There  was  again  an  increase  in  the  number  of  discretionary  and  standard 
improvement  grant  applications  which  received  approval  during  the  year  - 87  as 
against  62  in  1^60,  The  actual  amount  paid  out  by  way  of  grant  in  respect  of 
completed  works  fell  slightly  (65  payments  amounting  to  £10,819  in  1 96I ; 60 
payments  amounting  to  £11,464  in  1 960) ; this  was  due  to  a larger  nimber  of 
payments  being  for  standard  grant  works  with  the  consequencial  lower  financial 
scope. 

During  the  year,  a pilot  scheme  in  Buxton  Road,  Tideswell  (where  the 
Council  themselves  purchased  three  unfit  houses  subject  to  demolition  orders  and 
converted  them  into  one  unit  of  accommodation)  was  completed  and  proved  to  be 
most  successful.  Reconditioning  v/orks  were  also  in  progress  on  a further  four 
properties  in  Tideswell  and  with  a view  to  continioing  this  policy,  a fiirther 
nine  properties  were  purchased  during  the  year.  These  grant  aided  schemes, 
together  v/ith  the  comparatively  large  number  of  improvement  grants  approved  to 
private  individuals,  will  have  a marked  effect  on  the  raising  of  housing  standards 
in  the  district,  whilst  still  preserving  the  character  of  the  villages, 

CARAVAN  SITES 

Forty-three  sites  were  licenced  under  the  provisions  of  the  Caravan  Site  and 
Control  of  Developraeut  Act,  i960.  The  licence  conditions  imposed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  will  effect  a general  improvement  in  standards  on  these  sites, 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  bulk  of  refuse  and  the  number  of  new  collections  made  continued  to  increase 
during  the  year.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  since  the  present  establishment  was 
fixed  in  1952,  an  additional  6IO  new  houses  are  receiving  a weekly  refuse  collection 
service. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  general  water  supply  position  remained  satisfactory  during  the  year 
but  consumption  continues  to  rise  with  the  provision  of  modern  amenities  and 
building  development. 

The  only  major  capital  work  carried  out  was  the  commencement  of  the  Tideswell 
Moor  Vlater  So^Tieme  - a scheme  to  provide  outlying  farms  in  the  area  with  a mains 
v/ater  supply  , 

In  01^ her  to  meet  the  increased  demand,  occasioned  largely  by  housing  development 
in  Great  longstone,  a booster  pump  has  been  installed  at  Rowland  Reservoir  in  order 
to  incro;ase  the  flov;  to  the  Monsal  Head  storage  reservoir  which  supplies  Ashford, 

The  undertaking  has  been  operated  as  economically  as  possible,  pending 
regrouping  but  the  opportunity  has  been  taken  to  effect  minor  improvements  where 
necessary.

No  cases  of  cysticercus  bo vis  were  found  during  the  year. 

It  will  be  seen  from  these  figures  that  there  has  been  a big  reduction  in 
the  incidence  of  disease  found  in  carcases  e.g,  the  percentage  of  the  number  inspected 
infected  with  T,B,  was  as  high  as  1,5.01^  in  195^;  in  1959  the  percentage  of  the 
number  inspected  affected  with  diseases  other  than  T.3,  was  21 ,89. 

It  vdll  be  noted  that  the  figures  given  on  the  following  pages  show  a very 
small  number  of  routine  inspections  v;hich  were  carried  out  during  the  year  at 
food  premises. 

This  is  one  of  the  situations  v^hich  has  been  remedied  by  the  Council's 
wise  decision  to  employ  a third  fully  qualified  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the 
results  will  show  in  the  annual  report  for  19^2, 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  is  appended.
